ADMIRAL BLAKE. 


Robert Blake was bora August 15, 1509, at 
Bridgewater, in Somersetshire, bug . where his ta- 
ther, whe hed been a Spanish merchant, was settled 
After he had spent some years at Wadham College 
Oxford, bis father died ; and he, being the eldest son: | 
teturoed to Bridgewater, and lived in a retired man- 
ber on the estate which he had inberited. Although 
known for his attachment to puritan principles, be 
took no past in public affairs till 1440, when he | 
wee returned tor Bridgewater to the Parliament | 
which met fot a few weeks in the early past of thet | 
year Bat he tailed im being re elected for the one | 
by which it was followed —the celebrated Long Par. | 
lament, which was destimed to act so memorable 
apart. He wes employed, however, in the war be- | 
tween the King and the nation, which soon after | 
broke out, and distinguished himself by bis military | 
talen’ on various cecasions. But it was on another | 
@ement that his fame was to be chiefly gathered. | 
It was in 1649, when he was fifty years of age, that
